Most people in West Liberty 
saw Prof. Reed squirm out of the 
chains, straps and straight-jack- 
et at the theatre a few nights 
ago. This wizard permitted him- 
self to be chained, strapped, lac- 
ed and locked in by some of the 
strongest men of the town until 
it looked impossible for him to 
extricate himself, but he did it 
all right. It aroused the sympa 
thy of a great many in the audi- 
ence to see the poor fellow writhe 
and twist and struggle to free 
himself of the chains about his 
j wrists, the bands about his body 
and the cruel straight-jacket, 
which is used to punish criminals, 
laced so tight about his chest as 
to almost cut off his breath. 

But the tender-hearted ones 
need not have been sorry for 
Prof. Reed. That is tli3 way he 
makes his living; the means by 
which he gets his daily bread. 

He does these things for money 
and without compulsion; then 
why waste sympathy on him? 

There is another class of 
squirmers -whose writhings and 
contortions are no less violent, 
although not quite so apparent to 
the untrained observer, than 
those of Prof. Reed to throw off 
his bonds. I speak of those who 
are bound by obligations, religi- 
ous, moral and legal, to pay their 
just debts, but who, in order to 
avoid the payment of same, go 
through a series of mental con- 
tortions and twistings of ton- 
science compared to which the 
spectacle you witnessed on the 
stage the other night sinks into 
utter insignificance. Prof. Reed’s 
exhibitions would no longer a- 
muse the public if it were possi- 
ble to witness— to see with the 
natural eye— some of the feats 
which men perform while trying 
to free themselves of a legal and 
moral obligation. A fortune of 
a billion dollars awaits the inven- 
tor of an instrument which will 
enable the public to witness this 
mental and moral sqQirming, and 
if I owned one of the machines 
I’d get rich, -too. 

It must have been pretty tough 
on Prof. Reed when he first be- 
gan to do this kind of work, but 
he’s gotten used to it now and it 
don’t seem to hurt him at all. 

It must have devilish hard on 
the other class of squirmers the 
first time they writhed out of an 
obligation, but it’s an old thing 
with some of them now. Their 
consciences are a damned sight 
harder than Prof. Reed’s muscles. 

Writhing don’t hurt them, so 
spare your tears.
